403 and 404, inter alia. 

Group II - Claims 1-31 , drawn to substituted Isoxazole compounds of Formula 
I, classified in class 548, subclasses 240, 243, 245, inter alia, 
pharmaceutical compositions thereof and therapeutic methods 
using Group II compounds, classified in class 514, subclasses 378, 
inter alia. 

Group III - Claims 1 -31 , drawn to all other substituted 1 ,2-Azole compounds of 
Formula 1 , classified variously in class 544, and pharmaceutical 
compositions thereof and therapeutic methods using compounds of 
Group III, classified variously in class 514. 



Group IV - Claim 32, drawn to a method of producing a compound of the 
formula 11-1 , classified variously in class 544. 



Group V - Claim 33, drawn to a formula IX compound, classified variously in 



Applicants provisionally elect with traverse, Group I, claims 1-31 , which is drawn 
to substituted Pyrazole compounds of Formula 1 . Applicants traverse on the ground 
that the Office has not made a persuasive showing that there would be an undue 
burden in examining the subject matter of all claims in a single application. The mere 
fact of separate classification no longer represents an adequate basis to conclude that 
an undue burden exists given the electronic search tools available to examiners.
